If some friendly.Asmodeus would take off 
tte roofs Of Richmond for us during these 
days, it would "be* very” interesting to ‘see 
what feelings and thoughts occupy the souls 
of the inhabitants of that. guilty city, as they 
hear for the’second time the thundering guns 
of a Union army approaching. Bat such'a, 
spiriting could hardly. be..expected, even 
these days of spirit manifestations, for what 
foul spirit. could. there be who was not upon 


the rebels’ side? We can tihagiie something’ 


of it without such aid. 

We should undoubiedly see two. opposite 
‘kinds of feeling. There can be no doubt that 
there area number of Union people there, te 
whom the past four years have been a hide- 
ous nightmare, whose hearts have become 
bitter with the oppression which has cankered 
them, and whose eyes have, grown weaty 
with looking for the glory of the old flag, 
whose presence is to be to them the welcome 
symbol of release and recovered . freedom. 
And as these men hear the thunder of Gzant’s 
guns, their hearts swell with impatience and. 
their ears harken for the strains of the “ Star- 
Spangled Banner,” as Jessis Brown listened 
at Lucknow for the music of the bag-pipes. 

But, after all, thése are but few... To the 
most of the people there that approaching 
roar carries with if the terror of an inevitable 

doom. They have been cheating themselves

bution: Retribution not alone for treason to 
freedom and to their country, but for crimes 
and atrocities innumerable, Across. their 
minds must flit images of the barbarities of 
the Libby Prison, and the gaunt horrors of 
Belle Isle, and the memories of brave men 
starved to skeletons, as no one with the heart 
of aman would starve even-a wild beast; 
of wounded men lying. in. their streets, and 
women who would give them even acup of 
water, driven off by bayonets ;. of cold, and 
hunger, and nakedness, and torture inflicted 
upon those who were powerless to resist their 
barbarities, and of that whole dark.record of 
crime and ¢ruelty which will make the name 
of Richmend forever infamous in the memory 
of men. And: with these memories must 
come the thought that among the host which 
is pressing down upon them are many who 
have been’ the victims of their barbarities, 
and many others whose comrades or brothers 
have succumbed under them. And though they 
know that our soldiers are no barbarians, and 
that prisoners.ia our hands are safe from any 
cruelty, they know; too, that our soldiers are 
men,and that if, in the hot ‘assault, these 
memories should not burst forth into a con- 
suming fire, it would be one of the greatest 
marvels of this marvelous, struggle. They 
cannot but think of these: things; and the 
thought, if it nerves their. arms to désperation, 
must yet lie as ¢ hidden weakness at their 
hearts. 

Two years ago they heard the same sound. 
Since then they have heaped atrocity upon 
atrocity, until the cup of wrath is now more. 
than full. Ifthe.day-of doom should be mach 
longer deferred, it would almost. seem as if 
the earth herself must open and bury sach 
horrors. forever-. But the earth has borne 
heavy burdens of crime before, and not even: 
these horrors can move her stony bosom. Yet. 
vengeance ‘is not a whit less sure. ._How or 
when ii, will come no man can tell, bub sach 
crimes cannot go ubpunished,and the approach 
of that coming judgment shall yet cause the 
stonlést hearts in Richmond—the. hearts of 
the Todds, the Turners, and the Winders,

If there is any point of prize law well settled on 
authority, it is that, as Prarr says, “ the taint 
ot contraband extends to all property on 
board belonging to the owners of the contra- 
band articles.” ‘We find, on a cursory ex- 
amination, no Jess than thirteen cases in 
Robinson's Reports in which Lord Srowsi. 
acted upon it, 

The writer says that his doctrine on this 
point was explicitly recegnized by the United 
States “in the treaties which they made with 
France in 1800, 'and with Colombia in 1843.” 
The treaty with Colombia was made in 1824 
instead of 1843,and by its own terms expired 
in twelve years, ‘while the treaty of 1800, 
with France, expired in eight years. And to 
our mind, the express agreement, on this 
point, in those treaties, is conclusive against 
their being a recognition of any stich 
“doctrine” in .international law. If such 
had been the “dooftine” understood: and ‘ac, 
cepted, there would have been no need of 
such express stipulations on the peint as are 
made in those two treaties. 

But why should the writer, if he thought 
the argumenis of these writers on this point 
were so easily refuted, mix up with his dis 
cussion of it the question of the condemna- 
tion of the vessel: not belonging to. the 
sime owner,’ is “it “tt were the same 
thing?)
